The empress 


of Korea, form erly M iss E m ily Brown, 


of Ohio, is accused of having caused 


tho murder of a high official of Korea 


because he was opposed to her shar­ 


ing the throne with tho emperor. 
It 
is said the empress secured the ser­ 
vices of two men who slew tin- offi­ 
cial. 
Em ily Brown is the first American 
girl who ever became an empress. She 
was raised to the giddy height through 
her own efforts, without the 
aid 
of 
wealth, influence or distinction. 
Tho 
Yankee will, capability and ambition 
lander her far above the most distin­ 
guished women of the land 
of 
her 
adoption. 
She was beautiful, with tin* 
quiet 
peaceful beauty of the country. Being 
tho daughter of a staid and dignified 
Presbyterian preacher of a small Ohio 
town, she did not possess the vanities 
of the city brod women nor the m e a n s 
to satisfy them. 
Tw o new frocks c a r l i 
year, simple and severe in style, fur­ 
nished tin- adornment for her charms. 
She did not care for fine clothes nor 
for other little adornments that other 
girls yearned for. She was ambitious. 
Once, after choir practice, when 
she 
was walking along the roadway from 
the little meeting house to h er humble 
home, she told a girl chum that she be­ 
lieved a woman, if she only tried, could 
reach the 
highest 
position 
in 
the 
land. 
" I mean to do it," she added. 
Perhaps the reason she did not be­ 


come the wife of tile president of the 
United States is that her father soon 
after went to Korea as a missionary. 
Em ily was his zealous helper in the 
missionary field. 
She led

ing in the 
mission 
choir and 
her 
beauty was reported lo the king. 


The king invited hor and her father 
of a V e r y to the palace and promptly fell in love 
with lier. 
Ho invited her to join his 
household. But at first E m iIy declined. 
The emperor was insistent and she at 
last consented, first obtaining the em­ 
perors promise to m arry her. 


The lire of a queen in Korea is not 
very pleasant, even

known as I.ady Dm, which, in tho Ko 
roan language, means "T h e Dawn of 
tile Morning." 
The empress did not 
take warning from the fate 
of 
her 
predecessor. 
The lorm er 
Lady 
Oui 
married the emperor, and when she 
finally became queen, political intrigue 
demanded her death and one day she 
was murdered in the palace by assas­ 
sins hired by prominent officials who 
were zealous of her power. 
The king 
declared lier a traitor and said that she 
deserved her death. 


This 
was 
where 
Em ily 
Brow n's 
chance came. The king, while lie had 
plenty of other wives, failed to raise 
any one of them to 
the 
dignity of 
queen, and the little 
American 
girl 
knew that her tim e had come. 
The 
story of the life of tin' Am erican 
em­ 
press is strangely incomplete. 
There 
are few Am ericans in Korea and the 
Empress Em ily is very reticent. 
She 
does not care to see Americans, and 
the inner life of the court has always 
been a sealed book.

Carroll D. Wright Predicts a Now 
Labor System. 
Philadelphia, Dec. 14.— "Tho wages 
system will pass away. 
In Its stead, 
I believe, there will come a system 
which w ill be composed of the profit 
sharing and co-operation ideas. 
The 
great labor question means the strug­ 
gle of humanity for a higher standard 
of life. 
The employer must consider 
his employe, as well as the stock­ 
holder, as an investor.” 
These words were contained in an 
address upon ‘‘The Wage Question, ’ 
made by Carroll D. Wright, United 
States commissioner of labor, beforo 
the Society of Ethical Culture. 
Of scarcely less interest than his 
prediction of a new labor system was 
Colonel Wright’s approval of a plan 
to insure labor against Incapacity re­ 
sulting from accident, illness or ad­ 
vancing age. 
The German idea was 
quoted, under which 
the 
employer 
pays one-fourth the cost of a sick and 
death benefit policy, the employe ono- 
fourth and the government one-half. 
“England,” said 
Colonel 
Wright, 
‘ has taken up this question, and we of 
the United 
States are steadily ap­ 
proaching it.”
